Future mushers hold own

A 13-year-old from Olds has become the poster boy 
for the Rosebud Run Mush Rush after taking top time 
in the first heat and placing third overall. 

Alex Roemmele had never been behind a team of 
dogs until Saturday but was able to keep pace with 
experienced mushers like Dena Wannamaker and Hans 
Appelman. 

“We wanted to give novices an opportunity to gain 
experience and make a name for themselves - and 
there Alex is...he’s exactly what we wanted to see,” 
said Bill Windsor, an organizer for the day-long event. 

“He is the next generation of musher.” 

Roemmele said he was nervous heading into his first 
race, but after gliding four miles along the track he 
was ready for a second go. 

“It was pretty fun,” he said in between heats. 

He was leading with a 14:27 time, while Hans 
Appelman of Westerose took a close second with 15:13 
and Rachel Wannamaker had third, with 17:09. 

Before the second heat, racers were expected to 
guess their time - those closest would take home the 
prize. 

“1 don’t care if he gets a prize as long as he’s faster 
than he was the first time,” said Colin Emerson, a dis¬ 
tance musher and Roemmele's mentor. 


Roemmele must have taken his words to heart 
because he shaved off 47 seconds to place third. 

Hans Appelman took first place and Jesse Byiers of 
Didsbury took second. The winners took home a 
Rosebud Run cap, T-shirt or mug. 

“This event turned out very, very well, we did what 
we wanted to do and had few holdups,” Windsor said. 

“I was surprised at how smoothly things went." 

He can’t recall any big glitches. 

A new musher, Kevin Sparham from Calgary, lost his 
dogs at the start line, causing some delay in the chute. 

But since part of the event is experience - no one 
minded waiting, Windsor said. 

“I’ll tell you, that musher w ill never again miss a start 
time again in his career and that’s important.” 

Sue de Caen, a Calgary musher, attended the event to 
train her dogs and said she really epjoyed the lack of 
pressure. 

“We are coming in last; my dogs haven’t been out 
running much,” she said, chuckling. 

“But in this event it doesn’t matter. It's fun and 
friendly... and there’s no hard-core mushers or 
crowds.” 

De Caen - and 13-year-old Roemmele both plan on 
coming back to the Rosebud track January 30 and 31 
for the larger Rosebud Run Sleddog Classic. 

“Hopefully my dogs will have a little more mileage on 
them by then,” she said.

The Stelmach government 
^ , recently announced that the 
first offering of new provincial 
capital bonds will go towards 
providing more housing for 
Alberta’s seniors. 

For many seniors the $100 million plan is wel¬ 
come news, helping them at a time when costs 
are on the rise and there is more and more 
demand for housing from a growing segment of 
the population. 

Not surprisingly, government cabinet minis¬ 
ters have been quick to sing the praises of I he 
new financing scheme. 

“While many worthwhile infrastructure proj¬ 
ects could be financed through Alberta Capital 
Bonds, we had a good debate in the legislature 
and the top priority of MLAs supporting this ini¬ 
tiative was to help our seniors with accommoda¬ 
tion that allows them to live with dignity in their 
community,” said Jack Hayden, Minister of 
Infrastructure. 

Mary Anne Jablonski, Minister of Seniors and 
Community Supports said: “By increasing the 
number of affordable spaces, we are providing 
more options for Albertans to remain in their 
communities and to stay close to family and 
friends when they can no longer live independ¬ 
ently due to increased personal care needs.” 

Even embattled Health Minister Ron Liepert 
had his say: “Alberta's new capital bonds will 
help ensure seniors continue to have a place to 
call home that best serves all of their needs.” 

Yet while few people would argue that seniors 
should he given support when it comes to 
affordable housing, the financing of vital com¬ 
munity supports and programs through bond 
sales may end up being a double-edged sword 
for all Albertans. 

That is, if this latest scheme proves successful, 
w ill the Stelmach government be tempted to sell 
millions - or even billions - of dollars more 
w orth of bonds to pay for other public services, 
such as schools, hospitals and roads? 

Make no mistake, bonds are not grants; they 
will be redeemed, with interest, somewhere 
down the road. In a very real way, the selling of 
bonds to finance vital community projects, in 
this case seniors' housing, is very much a buy 
now, pay later proposition. 

The provincial government has a responsibili¬ 
ty and an obligation to provide public infrastruc¬ 
ture and community support services, while at 
the same time living within its means. 

The Klein government made much of its elimi¬ 
nation of the provincial deficit and debt - much 
of the hard work to make that happen, of 
course, came on the backs of health-care work¬ 
ers, educators and ordinary taxpayers. 

The Stelmach government should be applaud¬ 
ed for doing what it can to help Alberta seniors 
find affordable places to live. Yet at the same 
time, it must avoid the temptation to use 
back-door methods to put the province back 
into debt.

Another month has 
come and gone and 
beyond the Christmas 
splurge and New Year’s 
hype, the icy roads and 
snowy conditions have 
kept us on edge waiting 
for our pagers to go off. 
For the month of 
December we responded 
to 14 calls, with one day in 
particular having seven 
calls. That was the day 
when the weather was at 
its worst at -40 degrees. It 
caused a 20-plus car pileup 
on the QE II. 

The Town of Didsbury is 
unique in having all mem¬ 
bers of the Fire 
Department mount green 
strobe lights on the dash¬ 
boards of vehicles. This is 
a great accessory for us 
because when we need to 
respond to an emergency 
we can do so in a safe and 
efficient manner while 
notifying other drivers that 
we are in a hurry. When 


you see a vehicle 
approaching from behind 
with its four-ways flashing 
and a green light blinking 
through the windshield, 
please he courteous, pull 
off to the side of the road 
and let it pass. 

With the weather being

less then travel-worthy, 
our training nights have 
been based around vehicle 
accidents and the medical 


field. As members, we are 
trained to perform c-spine 
control (to prevent further 
neck injuries) and identify 
levels of consciousness 
(LOCs) which include 
blood pressure, blood glu¬ 
cose levels, and patients’ 
temperature. The follow¬ 
ing week we put the 
refreshed knowledge to 
use. 

One Wednesday night 
we took our trucks to a 
wrecking yard in the 
industrial park where we 
ran a scenario of a two-car 
collision. The intention 
was to better our knowl¬ 
edge of our equipment 
including the Jaws of Life, 
portable lighting and gen¬ 
erator and hand tools. The 
officer in command told 
the crew that there was a 
patient of priority trapped 
in the vehicle left on its 
wheels. The first step was 
to stabilize the person and 
since I have my emergency 


medical responder (EMR), 
I volunteered to climb in. I 
performed c-spine control 
while the other members 
pried open the driver’s 
door. We got the plastic 
dummy out, strapped to 
the spine board and 
hauled away to safety. 
Afterwards we held a 
debriefing and a construc¬ 
tive criticism session to 
see where our strengths 
are and more importantly 
our weaknesses. This is 
just one of the many situa¬ 
tions we can come across 
in an emergency situation 
but training nights like 
those help us to better pre¬ 
pare for them. 

Thanks to everyone in 
and around the town of 
Didsbury for staying safe 
out on the roads and in 
your homes. I hope every¬ 
one had a wonderful 
Christmas and a great new 
year; I’ll be sure to update 
you again next month.

Wild Rose Conservative MI* Blake Richards says (ho oppo¬ 
sition parties art* offbase to suggest the Harper government 
has suspended Parliament to avoid questions about the tor 
lure of Afghan detainees formerly held in Canadian military 
custody. 

The prorogation of Parliament, which will last until March, 
means the end of the investigation of the Special Committee 
on Afghanistan looking into possible government cover-up 
of the handling of prisoner detainees. 

“Frankly, it’s an issue (detainees) that I’m not hearing 
about from my constituents,” said Richards. “It’s not one of 
the issues that I’m hearing a big concern about. It’s an issue 
that really is something that has Ihvu sort of more of ;ut 
Ottawa bubble kind of an issue." 

“Let’s not get it wrong here; it’s not tut issue that Isn’t 
important, but what I'm saying is that through my con¬ 
stituents I’m hearing more about the deficit That’s the issue 
they want dealt with.” 

Prime Minister Stephen Harper asked for and w as granted 
tht> suspension of Parliament last week. 

Leader Michael Ignatieff said the principal reason Harper 
prorogued Parliament was to avoid releasing documentary 
evidence to the S|>ecial Committee. 

“The decision to prorogue is about one thing and one thing 
only - avoiding the scrutiny of Parliament at a time when 
this government is facing tough questions about their con¬ 
duct in covering up the detainee scandal,” said Ignatieff. 


The Harper government has already made changes to 
protect Afghan detainees from abuse, counters Richards. 

"This is :ui issue that has Iteen addressed and changes have 
been made," said Richards. “The changes that tun'd to lie 
made as a result of anything that may have happened have 
Ihh'ii made. Is there more to talk aluiut on that issue?” 

As for the prorogation itself, Richards says then' are a 
number of good reasons behind the move. 

“First of all we are looking at a budget that is round two of 
the economic action pl;ut and part of that is starting to build 
towards when we come out of the recession and how we can 
get the deficit eliminated and so that will lie ready for 
March,” he said. 

The prorogation will also allow the Conservatives to 
appoint more Senators, giving them the majority in the upper 
house. 

That will allow the government to stop 'anti-demoeratic’ 
manoeuvering by the Liberals, said Richards. 

“We’ve got a situation where the Lilieral party is really 
choosing to usr' the Senate as their way of really, in my opin¬ 
ion, being anti-democratic,” he said. “What they are really 
doing is they are usurping the will of the elected Parliament 
by using the Senate to delay and stall and defeat legislation 
that does have the support of the majority of elected 
members.” 

Putting more Conservative Senators in the Senate will 
allow for future Senate reform, said Richards. 

“If we are going to reform the Senate it Ls going to require 
that we have senators in the senate who will support reform¬ 
ing the Senate To me that’s what that allows," he said.

“There will l)e, no doubt, 
some hard choices this 
year," said Mayor Brian 
Wittal. 

“And with elections 
around the comer, a lot of 
these could be politically 
charged." 

In mi interview with 
mayor and council last 
week. representatives 
picked what they feel will be 
the most difficult decisions 
to make in 2010 and as early 
as January 12. 


Residents could face high¬ 
er licensing fin's for their 
dogs if councillors vote in 
favour of an off leash dog 
park. 

And not all pet owners are 
keen on the idea. 

Sixty-five per cent of peo¬ 
ple surveyed by the Town of 
Didsbury said they were pre¬ 
pared to help offset costs, 
while 35 per cent spoke 
against it. 

“There are a lot of mixed 
feelings. Some people think 
it’s a waste to sjx'iui our 
money on a dog park," said 
Coun. Jason Brander. 

“This could be one of 
(host 1 decisions where you 
please some and not others.” 

Council is expected to 
make a decision on whether 
this community will get an 
off leash area this month. 
Wittal doesn’t expect the 
result will come easy. 

“We may just try it for a 
year and see how people use 
it and abuse it. Then we’d 
review how it went and go 
from there,” he said. 

“This is going to be a hot 
topic...because people are 
so polarized about it and it 
directly impacts the commu¬ 
nity."

Budget 

It’s no secret that the town 
is struggling against tight 
budget constraints this year. 

In 2009 the Stelmach gov¬ 
ernment had promised the 
town $000,000 in Municipal 
Sustainability Initiative 
funding but due to the reces¬ 
sion cut the grant by 44 per 
cent. 

In 2010 Didsbury was sup¬ 
posed to get additional fund¬ 
ing, but has learned it will 
receive the same amount as 
last year - about $204,000. 

“We are getting less but 
costs of doing business are 
increasing...we have to fig¬ 
ure out how we can main¬ 
tain services to have the 
least impact to residents,” 
said Wittal. 

At the budget meeting Jan. 
25 the town will look at 
options like increasing taxi's 
to maintain some of the 
services townspeople have 
grown to depend on. 

Organizations that have 
come forward with hat in 
hand, such as the local 
library, will also find out 
what kind of financial sup¬ 
port they will receive in 
2010 . 

“The bottom line Is...the 
budget is tight this year and 
everyone is trying to grab at 
what little money there is,” 
Veno said. 

“It’s very hard for munici¬ 
palities (like ours) to stay 
viable and keep ahead of I lie 
next tax dollar." 


Tire biggest project of the 
year could be the lagoons, 
estimated at just over $13 
million. 

It could also involve one 
of the toughest decisions of 
2010, said Wittal, during a 
year-end interview last 
week. 

“We are so close to capac¬ 
ity. . .that if we don’t get gov¬ 
ernment grants then we 
have to look at either limit¬ 
ing future development or 
borrowing that money with¬ 
out provincial help,” he said. 

Neither option bodes well 
for the town. 

Borrowed money could 
translate into a higher tax 
burden on townspeople. 

While cutting back on 
developnrent would mean 
(rutting the Town of 
Didsbury’s campaign to 
attract industry on pause 
and turning away new home 
developers. 

“I agree that this is going 
to be tough. These lagoons 
are something we nt>ed now. 
We can’t wait on next year," 
said Coun. Gayle Veno. 

“We are at capacity and I 
think we will continue to 
grow...so do we borrow 
that money? Do we find 
other grants? What are our 
options?” 

The town expects to hear
